"The fighting- Wednesday was in the 
most vital area, the nexus of the ridge 
system dominated the plain of !• lan- 
ders and tho key to the whole series 
of ridges. 
There is a good deal more, 


to be said about this battle than what 
tve gained. 
"Officers who have been with the 
British army from the beginning all 
agree that since tho first battle ol 
Ypres there has never been a slaugh- 
ter of the Germans comparable to that 
they suffered in the, repulsed counter 
attacks of the past few days. 
The 
Germans counter iituu'kcd In masses 
and dozens of those i:n'inter attacks 
were swept away by our fire with ter- 
xible German losses. 
"The most important aspect of the 
Flanders buttle is summed up in the 
words 'wastage 
of 
reserves.' 
The 


Germans have done their best to keep 
ns off tho series of ridges. 
When we 


finish getting these ridges we shall 
claim a .victory. 
I 
"The question" then is whether we I 


can exploit that victory, and exploit- 
ing it depends on whether we have 
got more reserves 
than 
the enemy. 
Thus far the German wastage has 
been much 
greater 
than 
ours, and 
they have used 75 per cent, more div- 
isions than we since July ','•!. 
"Regarding the east 
front 
situa- 
tion, it is chiefly remarkable, for the 
little advantage 
the 
Germans 
have 
taken of the notorious situation 
in 
Russia. 
The. question is, have they 


done so little because they have been 
unable to do more or have they with- 
held their hand for political or other 
reasons'.' 
"It is too early to reach a decision 


on that question, but in my mind I 
have little doubt that tho strain on 
the west front is the chief reason for 
the small German 
progress 
in the 
cast."

to tho Japanese mission, Sept. 19. 
Dr. J. H. Stevens, the hotel physi- 
cian 
who 
attended him 
then, had 
urged him to "go slow," but he was 
loath to follow the advice absolutely 
and returned to his desk on the fol- 
lowing Tuesday, Sept. 25. 
Thomas J. PurElow, the station mas- 
ter o£ the Elevated, saw Col: McCoy's 
trouble at 1.55 p. m. and helped him 
to a bench, where he immediately lost 
consciousness. 
Patrolman Nlckerson of the 
City 
Hall avenue police station, who con- 
veyed the colonel to the Relief bta- 
tion, said he did not repaln conscious- 
ness till nearly there. 
He died at 2.3J 


p. m. 


Col. 
McCoy literally "died in liar- 
ness," after having achieved for Mas- 
sachusetts, and particularly Boston, the 
proud record of rising after a poor 
start. In army enlistments, when the 
war became a fact in April, until this 
commonwealth led every state In the 
Union in proportion to its size. 
He was detailed to the army recruit- 
ing station at 3 Tremont row from (he 
retirement of private life, succeeding 
Capt. Constant Cordier Sept. 13. ISiS.i 
From often less than five accept- 
ances for enlistment a day, through 
Col. McCoy's never-ceasing efforts the 
figures of the station gradually rose 
until in the month of Juno, in the ex- 
cllemenl attendant on the registration 
for the selective draft, on one or t«'o 
occasions they hovered in the vicinity 
of the 200 mark. 
He was born in Augusta. Ga., Oct. 


23, 1851, and was appointed to 
West

the Martin family which gave so many 
soldiers to the patriot army in the 
days of Francis Marion.

Sons of the American Revolution. 
, He was transferred to the 
3d in-

John R. Brooke. 
He became a first 
lieutenant Feb. 1, 1887. He became a 
captain of the second Infantry April 
26, 1898, and was transferred back to 
the 3d Infantry Nov. 15. 1899. 
He received at time of the Spanish 
war an honorary appointment as lieu- 
tenant colonel of the 12th Minnesota 
Infantry (militia) until November, IS!)!1, 
when he was transferred to the 3d.

NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—Rev. Dr. New- 


ell Dwight Hillis, in tho pulpit of Ply- 
mouth church, Brooklyn, drew so ter- 
rible a picture of German "eftlciency" 
in France and Belgium that tho throng 
in the church was moved to gasps of 
horror. 


"Why do the German people say they 
feel so terribly because the authors of 
the world call them 'Hun' and 'barba- 
rian'?" he exclaimed. "Who named them 
'Hun'? Their kaiser! 
Who christened 
them 'barbarians'? Their kaiser; Who 
likened the German soldiers to bloori- 
llounds held upon the'leash of the kai- 
t,er's thong, as they strained with bloody 
jaws to tear their French and Belgian 
prpy? The kaiser, this ruler- -who lifts 
a diseased and withered arm, and with 
bloody finders, &ays: 
"'I baptize thc.-e Hun and barbarian.' 
Let the kaiser's words stanfi! For a 
thousand years no man shall speak the 
•word 'Hun' without shuddering!" 
The pastor spent July and August on 
the 
European 
battleground and this 
was the first of six sermons on what he 
saw and heard and thought in the blood 
soaked fields. Tts title was "The Ger- 
man Atrocities and Crimes the Logical 
nnd Inevitable Result of the German 
Philosophy of Militarism." 
The 
text 
•was "Babylon the Great is Fallen." 
**TIie Good Old German 0,oil" 


. "Here upon the 
pulpit," began Dp. 


Hillis slowly, "rcsis a reproduction of 
an iron coin given as u token to each 
German soldier. 
At the top is a Ger- 


man portrait of the deity and under- 
neath are these words, 'The fiood Old 
German God.' 
To encourage the Ger- 
man soldiers to cruelty and atrocity 
against Belgians and Frenchmen, thu 
deity holds a weapon in his right hand 
and to dull his conscience and to steel 
his heart to murder, tho token holds 
these words: 'Smite your enemy dead. 
The day of judgment will not ask you 
for your reasons.' 
"To this, native characteristic Goethe 
was referring when he said. 'The Prus- 
sian is naturally cruel; civilization will 
Intensify that cruelty and make him a 
savage.' For 
tbree years, 
German- 
Americans have protested that the atu- 
ries of German atrocities were to be 
disbelieved as English inventions, Bel- 
gian lies and French hypocrisies. But 
that day is gone forever. 
When 
tl-.e 
representatives of the. nations assemble 
for the final settlement, there will be 
laid before the Germans photographs 
with olher legal proof that makes tho 
German atrocities far better established 
than the scalpingR of the Sioux Indians 
0:1 the western frontiers, the murders 
of tho Black Hole of Calcutta and the 
crimes of the Spanish Inquisition. 
"For the first time in history 
Ger- 
mans have reduced savagery to a s~i- 
ence; 
therefore,

peace must* go on until th,e German 
cancer Is cut clean out of the body.

Later on the non-commis- 
ioned officers and men of these regi- 
ments will teach the newer contin- 
gents the various trench, tactics that 
lave been learned from the French 
iid British.

T.he penalty for desertion 
from 
tho navy, even in time of peace, is a 
considerable term of imprisonment, and 
in war it is death. 
And this is war 
time. 
None the less, the navy authorities 
recognize the fact that • the 
culprits 
for the most part aro boys of from 17 
to 21, enlisted in the navy or the naval 
reserve, who are the victims of acute 
homesickness and perhaps too much 
material solicitude. 
Given a 24-hour leave, they have 
gone home, and there have felt thn 
:hey didn't want to go away again. 
They have "cried baby," and, finding 
ready sympathy in their families, have 
joen encouraged to stay for an indef- 
inite term of soft beds and mother's 
cooking. 
The result has been that they have 
overstayed their leave and that, after 
10 days, they have automatically made 
themselves deserters. 
Then the navy 
authorities' have sent men out, 
ar- 
rested the deserters and haled them 
back to navy yards and naval prisons. 
The authorities don't want to shoot 
hese boys, whatever navy law says. 
They don't even want to put them 
it hard labor in prison for a long term 
jf years, during whicli time they will 
not he helping to fight Germany or 
doing much good of any sort. 
At the same time, the navy must 
ireserve its discipline, and its prisons 
,ow are everywhere full to capacity 
of these young deserters.

X. H., Sept. 2S.—The mu- 
nicipal potato crop is beius harvested 
and will be in excess of 2001) bushels 
of fine quality. 
Tho vegetables are heing dnjr by n 
machine drawn by four horses. School- 
boys follow, picking np the potatoes. 
The tract is 12 acres on land loaned 
to the hoard of trade by Col. R C. 
Hutch inson. 
At 
a 
meeting of the 
board of trade last spring 52200 was 
raised to finance a crop and the work 
was entrusted to tho commiltee on :ip- 
ricnlture, headed by C. K. Kendall 
and S. A. J.ovejoy. 
This sum was in 
excess of the requirements and sev- 
eral hundred dollars were loaned to 
the high school boys, who planted 
four acres and last week harvested 
1000 bushels of potatoes. 
As soon as the crop is all dug the 
board of trade men will figure the ex- 
pense, nnd the potatoes will be sold 
to local grocers at the actual cost 
of raising-. 
A fair allowance for stor- 
ing and handling- will be determined, 
which, added to the production co:'t. 
will bo the market, price of potatoes 
In Jlilforrt as longr as the crop lasts. 
There has been no intent to cut 
prices 
and the board of trade will 
Ukc no prollt on the enterprise, tho 
sole object beiiiK to add to the coun- 
try's food supply.

, STATE HOUSE,' Boston, Sept. IS— In 
one of the most comprehensive reports 
which have been written by any state 
ofDcial so far HUB year, issued today 
by Frank 11. Hardison. insurance com- 
missioner, the Interesting and complex 
question of the war problem of insur- 
ance is explained and suggestions to 
remedy it are made. 


Just now life insurance companies, 


operating in Lowell 
are . struggling 


with a problem akin to that which the 
companies 
transacting 
a 
working- 


men's compensation business have had 
in hand the past few years, and which 
every new form of Insurance lias to 
encounter, namely, what is the proper 
rate to charge for the insurance. But 
this problem is still more vital 
be- 
cause it touches on the patriotic side. 
The risk taken by an insurance com- 
pany is greater when a man goes to 
war, yet that man must be considered 
because he is doing a national ser- 
vice by going to war to protect the 
country 
and questions 
whether 
ho 


should be charged additional Insurance 
rates because he enlists to be a pa- 
triot, rather than a slacker. 


For the life companies, the prob- 


lem, of course, is the outgrowth of 
the war. Mr. Hardison points out, and 
specifically the problem is, what addi- 
tional charge should be made to the 
policy holders who enter the service 
either naval or military? The patriotic 
disposition of all the companies is to 
make no extra charge if it can be 
done without endangering their safe- 
ty and soundness and the interests of 
their policy holders. 
But the man- 
agers know, the commissioners state, 
that it would be very imprudent as a 
financial proposition to grant any such 
privilege. 
"Tt has been the idea of some," the 
commissioner reports, "that the addi- 
tional cost of insurance for those go- 
Ing into the 
army or navy 
not of 
their own 
volition — hut 
by 
draft — 
should not be borne by those who en- 
ter the "service, nor by the others not 
in the service who carry insurance 
in the companies which have issued 
policies to military men, as wonlrl he 
in the case 
if this extra cost were 
taken from surplus which otherwise 
would be available for dividends. On 
the contrary, they hold that it should 
be shared by the public as a part of 
the war burden. 
And this 
is right. 
The service la for 
all, 
not 
merely 
those carrying life insurance, nor Tor 
the soldiers' dependents. This would 
mean that the government, or some 
division thereof, should pay at least 
the extra 
cost for military 
insur- 
ance." 
"In Canada," the commissioner says, 
"this insurance burden has been as- 
sumed by some 
municipalities, 
that 
have undertaken to pay the premiums 
on the policies of enlisted men who 
are resident therein at the time of en- 
tering the service. 
In Toronto some 
of this insurance is carried by the city 
Itself and part by the insurance com- 
panies whose premiums are borne by 
the city." 


Uniform action, to a. great extent is 
being 
adopted 
by 
the 
companies 
throughout the United States, in deal- 
Ing with this large problem of war 
insurance, 
the 
commissioner 
says. 
Ninety-three out of 255 companies in 
the country have agreed wholly or in 
part on a uniform plan. 
The others 
are undecided or opposed to it, or did 
not answer requests made of them on 
the proposal. Only 28 Insurance com- 
panies are authorized 
tn 
Massachu- 
setts, scarcely one-tenth of the list, 
Mr. Hardison cays, yet the bulk of the 
country's business is transacted by the 
companies authorized here. 
For uniformity of action, it has been 
proposed that: — 1. The military clause 
shall cover the entire period of mili- 
tary or naval service, in time of war. 
if commenced within five years of the 
register date. 


2. The clause shall call for "such ex- 
tra .premiums as may be fixed by the 
company." 


3. The extra premium charged for 
the present shall bo at the rate of 
not less (ha.n f37.50 per annum per 
thousand of insurance. 


4. In the event of death during ser- 
vice or within six months after ter- 
mination thereof the liability of the 
company shall, unless all required ex- 
tra premiums have been paid, be lim- 
ited to an amount not exceeding the 
total premiums paid on the, policy, 
exclusive 
of 
any 
extra premiums 
which may have been paid for mili- 
tary or naval service. 


5. The clause shall require payment 
r of the extra premium within 31 days- 
after entering upon service, or, 'if 
already in service, along with the 
first premium on the policy. 


6. A refund will be made to any 
extra premiums not required.

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GERMANY'S FREEDOM OF SEAS 
Ever since the war 
started, 
the 


Germans, parroted by the Austrlans, 
have been prating over that totally 
bogus issue, freedom of the seas. 


In. their replies to the pope's last 


peace note they dwelt upon it with 
the usual crafty insistence. 


Sober-thinking people have been 


puzzled. So far as they could figure, 
there had 'been nothing but freedom 
of the seas before this gigantic war. 


Nobody ever heard the seas were 


anything else than free—very much 
freer than life In Germany and Aus- 
tria. No one even attempted to de- 
prive the Teuton empires of the free- 
dom of the seas. 


German ships plied in every ocean, 


competing with British.and American 
goods in every market. 
The kaiser 


went steadily ahead with a big war 
navy. England did not even erect a 
tariff -wall against "made in Germany" 
•goods. 


There 
was 
nothing the Germans 


could legitimately ask for that was 
not freely accorded them everywhere 
in the world. The one thing that ex- 
cited their wrath and fear was the 
continuing might of the British navy. 
They also did not like to see our own 
navy keeping abreast of the times. 
But they knew that neither of these 
navies was a menace to any legiti- 
mate German aspiration. 


England, an island 
country, 
was 


forced to maintain supremacy at sea 
or starve the moment an enemy de- 
clared war. The United States, for 
the-. protection of her coast and the 
maintenance of the Monroe Doctrine, 
was also bound to have a. considerable 
navy- 


And it was precisely these things 


that irked the Prussian war masters. 
They knew a British nacy stood be- 
tween them and their hopes to bring 
England to her knees. 
They knew 


our American navy, if properly de- 
veloped, would stand between them 
and their greedy designs upon gout-h- 
and Central America. 


They do not want to be thus balked 


in the future. They want, If possible, 
to trpp the allies into some kind of 
disarmament scheme that would mean 
an inferior navy for England and a 
similar one for America 
Then Ger- 


many could persue her evil and sin- 
ister plans unhindered. 
The Pan- 


German weekly organ "Das Groessro 
Deutschland" (The Greater Germany) 
drops the mask by printing an article 
by Winand Engel which, it approves. 
In this Tlngel says: 


"German policy is forced to make 
secure for itself by all conceivable 
means domination over the world sea. 
I deliberately 
use 
the 
expression 


'domination over the world sea' not 
the expression 'freedom of the seas' 
wh'ich is so common today. The lat- 
ter expression is either dishonest or 
stupid. 
The sea is free for us only 


if we dominate it." 


There is the truth about the Ger- 


man canting phrases in a nutshell. 
When 
the 
German 
and 
Austrian 


kaisers unctuously reply to the pope 
that they desire the freedom, of the 
seas, they are either 
dishonest 
or 


stupid. In the present instance, they 
are plainly dishonest. They are lying 
once more, just as they have lied so 
often during tho course of this war. 


They want German domination of 


the seas, not freedom of the seas. 


And when they gain domination of 


the seas, they will have all but con- 
quered the world. 
Remember that, 


Americans.

.Ever since this yacht was put upon

In her 67 years of life, America baa 
had but five owners and for nearly a 
half century she has been In the Butler 
family.

It raced her the only time 
she ever raced for the America's cup in 
thia country, and this is the only time 
Uncle Sam ever went into the yarht 
racing- game.

fleet of New York and Eastern Yacht 
rlub yachts from Newport to MarbU- 
head, around Cape Cor],' defeating Con- 
stellation, row llagfhlp of the Eastern 
Yacht club and considered one of the 
fastest of her type afloat. 
Although much altered in rig" and In- 


terior fitt'ngs* from the day 
she

raced around th« Isle of 
Wight and 


brought the cup to America, her gen- 
eral linen are the same.

At the time that the Amer- 
ica's cup race was scheduled- four years 
ago, New York yachtsmen urged the 
owners to put this old racing yacht un- 
der sail and take her over to Sandy 
Hook for an attraction, and this might 
have been done had not the war made 
it impossible to have the race. 


America was built un'der a contract 
by former Commodore Stevens and a 
syndicate of New 
York 
Yacht 
club 
members, the price be'ng $30,000, if she 
could beat any yacht then afloat. In 
her very first race she lost, but Com- 
modore Stevens decided to take her, al- 
though the price was reduced and In 
the next year she went across under 
her own sails and defeated the pick of 
European yachts in the race that made 
international yacht racing what It is 
today. 
Yachtsmen from abroad have 
trfed 


since 1851 up to the present time to get 
that cup back, but they have 
failed. 
The trophy was known as the Queen's 
cup and was given by the late Queen 
Victoria. Its value In dollars and cents 
is as much as many of the others that 
f race the trophy rooms of tho New YOFK 


lacht clubhouse, but its value as a rac- 


ing trophy cannot bo measured 
with 


money. 
Millions of dollars have been 


epent to get this cup back to England 
and millions have been spent to prevent 
the taking away of a trophy whicfc a 
$25,000 schooner yacht captured at a 
time when English designers and skip- 
pers were thought to be about the best 
In the world.

"I assume that our correspondent is 
planning to phosphate his wheat this 
fall in the hope of getting results in 
the wheat harvest of 191S. If such is 
tlie case, he may expect a better fi- 
nancial return from tho investment in 
acid phosphate."—Ohio Farmer. 
The high cost of fertilizers this fall 
lias caused many farmers to turn to 
raw rock phosphate in the hope that 
it will do just as well. 
The theory 
s that organic matter in tho soil makes 
raw rock phosphate available. 
It has, 
however, never been proven that or- 
ganic matter does have this effect. The 
Massachusetts station 
turned 
under 
heavy crops of rye and* buckwheat and 
thick greenswards, to see if they had 
any effect on the raw rock phosphate, 
but to no avail. 
For 17 years the 
Ohio station 
applied rock phosphate 


on one plot as against acid phosphate 
on another turning under a clover sod 
in both cases once in three years. The 
results show that in the second period 
(eight years) the acid phosphate has 
shown greater gain over rock phos- 
phate than the first period. It would 
seem from these results that acid phos- 
phate is not only a. better short time 
proposition, but a better investment 
over a period of years as well. 
Fertilize Co-vor Crop 


Mr. A. E. Grantham, in the County 


Gentleman says: 


"Crimson clover is a heavy feeder 


of mineral plantfood—phosphoric acid 
and potash—especially the latter. Tho 
general farm practice is to apply fer- 
tilizer only to the preceding crop, the 
clover feeding on that left in the soil." 


Many of the failures with cover 
crops are due to the lack of available 
plantfood to start the cover crop. A 
little nitrogen should be applied to 
start growth and 
more 
phosphoric 


acid and potash, if the latter can bo 
obtained. 
This is especially true on 


poor, sandy soils, and where the cov- 
er crop follows a crop which has not 
been adequately fertilized.

"Why do the German people say they 
feel so terribly because the authors of 
the world call them 'Hun' and 'barba.- 
rian'?" he exclaimed. "Who named thi.n 
'Hun'? Their kaiser! Who christened 
them 'barbarians'? Their kaiser; 
Wno 
likened the German soldiers to blood- 
hounds hold upon the leash of the kai- 
ser's thong, as they strained with bloody 
Jaws to tear their French and Belgian 
prey? The kaiser, tills ruler—who lifts 
a diseased and withered arm, and with 
bloody fingers, says: 
" 'I baptize thee Hun and barbarian.' 
Let the kaiser's words stand! For a 
thousand years no man. shall speak the 
word 'Hun' without shudderins!"

saw and heard and thought in the blood 
soaked fields.

man soldiers to cruelty and atrocity 
against Belgians and Frenchmen, the 
deity holds a weapon in his right hand 
und to dull his conscience and to steel 
his heart to murder, the token holds 
these words: 'Smite your enemy dead 
The day of judgment will not ask yoi 
for your reasons.' 
."To this native characteristic Gocth< 
was referring when he said. 'The Prus 
elan is naturally cruel; civilization wil 
intensify that cruelty and make him i 
savage.' For three years. German 
Americans have protested that the ato 
ries of German atrocities were to hi 
disbelieved as English inventions, Bci 
gian lies and French hypocrisies. Bu 
that day is gone 
forever. 
When the 
representatives of the nations assemble 
for the final settlement, there will bo 
laid before tho Germans photograph" 
with other legal proof that makes thi 
German atrocities far better establishei 
than the scalplngs of the Sioux Indian, 
on the western frontiers, the murder 
of the Black Hole of Calcutta, and tin 
crimes (if the Spanish Inquisition.

Infantry regiments are now look- 
ing forward to the time when they 
will participate in maneuvers with 
their own artillery. The preliminary 
training of the artillery is now go- 
ing on with excellent results, but much 
remains to be done. The artillerymen 
are anxious to begin shooting at en- 
emy targets. 
Meanwhile the plan of having a large 
percentage of the first contingent to 
arrive in France act as instructors to 
troops arriving later has been begun. 
Officers' schools are being organized 
in many localities and scores of oth- 
cers are being taken from line regi- 
ments of the first contingent to con- 
duct them. Later on the non-commis- 
sioned' officers and men of these regi- 
ments, will teach the newer contin- 
gents the various trench tactics that 
have been learned from the French 
and British. 
, 
The organization is under way of a 
corps school which will deal with 
wider problems and higher theories of 
war than the divisional schools. Plans 
also are- being prepared for a big staff 
school, where the various general staff 
officers will attend lectures and con- 
ferences by French and British staff 
officers. 


BOSTON, Sept. 28.—A real problem 


th.it naval officials in this and other 
ports aro facing is the proper way 
to deal with navy lads whose offenses 
under the law call for the most se- 
vere punishment. 
The worst difficulty is with deser- 
tion 
Tho penalty for desertion from 
the navy, even in time of peace, is a 
considerable term of imprisonment, and 
in war it is death. And this is war 


None the less, the navy authorities 
recognize the fact that the culprits 
for the most part are boys of from 17 
to 31, enlisted in the navy or the naval 
reserve, who aro the victims of acute 
homesickness and perhaps too much 
material solicitude. 
Given a 24-hour leave, they nave- 
pone home, and there have felt 
Ui:< 
they didn't want to go away again. 
They have "cried baby," and. finding 
ready sympathy in their families, have 
boon encouraged to stay for an indef- 
ite term of soft beds and mother's 


cooking. 
Tho result has been that they have 
overstayed their leave and that, after 
10 days, they have automatically made 
themselves deserters. 
Then the navy 
authorities have sent men out, ar- 
rested the deserters and haled them 
back to navy yards and naval prisons. 
The authorities don't want to shoot 
these boys, whatever navy law says. 
They don't even want to put them 
at hard labor in prison for a long term 
of years, during which time they will 
not be helping to fight Germany or 
doing much good of any sort. 
At the same time, the navy must 
preserve Its discipline, and its prisons 
now are everywhere full to capacity 
of those young deserters.

STATE HOUSE, Boston, Sept. 28.-In 


one of the moat comprehensive reports 
which have been written by any .-st-ite 
official eo far this year, Issued toiler 
by Frank II. Hardison. insurance com- 
missioner, the Interesting and complex 
question of .the war problem of insur- 
ance is explained and suggestion* to 
remedy it are made. 
.lust now life insurance companies, 


operating in Lowell 
are 
struggling 


with a problem akin to that which the 
companies 
transacting 
a 
wui king- 


men's compensation business have hnd 
in hand the punt few years, and which 
every new form of insurance lias to 
encounter, namely, what is the proper 
rate to charge for the insurance. But 
this problem is still more vital 
be- 


cause it touches on the patriotic side. 
The risk taken by an insurance com- 
pany Is greater when a man goes to 
war. yet that man must be considered 
because he is doing a national ser- 
vice by going to war to protect the 
country 
and questions 
whether 
he 


should bo charged additional insurance 
rates because he enlists to be a pa- 
triot, rather than a slacker. 


For the life companies, the prob- 


lem, o£ course, is the outgrowth of 
the war, Mr. Harflison points out, and 
specifically the problem is, what addi- 
tional charge should be made to the 
policy holders who enter the service 
either naval or military? The patriotic 
disposition of all the companies is to 
rrtake no extra charge if it can be 
done without endangering their safe- 
ty and soundness and the interests of 
their policy holders. 
But the man- 
agers know, the commissioners state, 
that it. would be very imprudent as a 
financial proposition to grant any such 
privilege. 
"It has been the idea of some, 
the 
commissioner reports, "that, the addi- 
tional cost of insurance for those KO- 
ing into the 
army 
or navy 
not of 
their own 
volition—but 
by 
draft— 
should not be borne by those who en- 
ter the service, nor by the others not 
in the service who carry insurance 
Jn the companies which have issued 
policies to military men, as would be 
in tho case 
if this 
extra cost were 
taken from surplus which otherwise 
would be available for dividends. On 
the contrary, they hold that it should 
be shared by the public as a part of 
the war burden. 
And this 
is right. 
The service is for all. not 
merely 
those carrying life insurance, nor -'or 
the soldiers' dependents. 
This would 
mean that the government, or some 
division thereof, should pay lit least 
the extra cost 
for military insur- 


ance." 
"In Canada," the commissioner says, 
"this insurance burden has been as- 
sumed by .some 
municipalities, 
that 
have undertaken to pay the premiums 
on the policies of enlisted* men who 
are resident therein at tiie lime of en- 
tering the service. 
In Toronto some 


of tliis insurance is carried by tile city 
Itself and part by the insurance com- 
panies whose premiums are borne by 
the city." 
Uniform action, to a great extent is 
being 
adopted 
by 
the companies 
throughout the United .States, in deal- 
ing with ' this larKe problem of war 
insurance, 
the 
commissioner 
says. 
Ninety-three out of -55 companies in 
the country have agreed wholly or in 
part on a uniform plan. 
The others 
are undecided or opposed to it, or did 
not answer requests made of them on 


' the proposal. 
Oniy 28 insurance com- 
panies are authorised 
in 
Massachu- 
setts, scarcely one-tenth of the list, 
Mr. I-iardisqn says, yet. the hulk of the 
country's business is transacted by the 
companies authorized here. 
For uniformity of action, it has been 
proposed that:—1. The military clause 
shall cover the entire period of mili- 
tary or naval service, in time of war, 
if commenced within five years of the 
register date.

puzzled. So far as they could figure. 
there had been nothing but freedom 
of the seas before this gigantic war. 


Nobody ever heard the seas wero 


anything else than free-veiy rnucn 
freer than life in Germany and Aus- 
tria. No one even attempted to de- 
prive the Teuton empires of the free- 
dom of the seas. 


German ships plied in every ocean, 


competing with British and American 
goods in every market. 
The kaiser 


went steadily ahead with a big war 


England aid not even erect a 


tariff vail against "made in Germany'1 


goods. 
There 
was 
nothing the Germans 


could legitimately ask for that was 
not freely accorded them everywhere 
in the world. The one thing that ex- 
cited their wrath and fear was the 
continuing might of the British navy. 
They also did not like to see our own 
navy keeping abreast of the times. 
But they knew that neither of these 
navies was a menace to any legiti- 
mate German aspiration. 


England, an Island 
country, 
was 


forced to maintain supremacy at sea 
or starve the moment an enemy de- 
clared war. The United States, for 
the protection of her coast and the 
maintenance of the Monroe Doctrine, 
wo.s also bound to have a considerable 
navy. 


And it was precisely these things 


that irked the Prussian war masters. 
They knew a British nacy stood be- 
tween them and their hopes to bring 
England to her knees. 
They knew 


our American navy, if properly de- 
veloped, would stand between them 
and their greedy designs upon South 
and Central America. 


They do not want to be thug balked 


in the future. They want, if possible, 
to trap the allies into some kind of 
disarmament scheme that would mean 
an inferior navy for England and a 
similar one for America

many could persue her evil and sin- 
ister plans unhindered.

German weekly organ "Dag Groessre 
Deutschland" (The Greater Germany) 
drops the mask by printing an article 
by Winand Engel which it approves. 
In this Engel says: 


"German policy is forced to make 


secure for itself by all conceivable 
means domination over the world sea. 
I deliberately 
use 
the 
expression 


'domination over the world sea' not 
the expression 'freedom of the seas' 
which is so common today. The lat- 
ter expression is either dishonest or 
stupid. 
The sea is free for us only 


if we dominate it."

man canting phrases in a nutshell.

and 
Austrian 


kaisers unctuously reply to the pope 
that they desire the freedom of the 
seas, they are either 
dishonest or 


stupid. In the present instance, they 
are plainly dishonest.

the seas, not freedom of the sons.
